‘The ex- 
tremely dry season of 1933 gave an 
excellent opportunity to compare 
crested wheat with brome, Western' 
rye and other grasses with respect to 
drought resistance.

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MINERALS FOR PIGS 

If a pig is allowed to root in the 
fresh sod his mineral deficiency 
not so great, but the common grain, 
ration is not quite sufficient in itself 
for normal growth and maximum de- 
velopment. Fresh sods thrown in the 
pen for the sow with her young lit- 
ter usually prevent anemia which of- 
ten causes serious losses in young 
pigs. If sods are not available, iron 
sulphate (copperas) may be used as 
a preventative. Ten grains per day 
is sufficient for a mature pig so a 
small quantity may be sprinkled over 
the feed of the sow and young pigs!

be used at the rate of one half to one 
‘pound per 100 pounds of gtain mix- 
ture or included in a mineral mixture. 
The ground limestone is preferable 
and in cases where milk is not avail- 
able lime of some kind is quite im- 
portant to supply the calcium require- 
ments of the body. Salt should be 
fed carefully at first by mixing one 
pound in 100 pounds of meal mixture 
‘and after a few weeks it may be self 
fed if desired. 

A mineral mixture used at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station at Scott 


‘is made up of two pounds of sulphur, 


five pounds of lime, 20 pounds of salt 
and 75 pounds of fine soft coal. This 
mixture is self fed to both breeding 
and growing stock, but in case of 
‘brood sows during the gestation peri- 
od, one quarter of a pound of potas- 
sium iodide is dissolved in a half tea- 
cup of warm water nd mixed well! 
with the salt before adding to the 
‘mineral mixture. The potassium io- 
dide is helpful in preventing hairless- 
ness in young pigs but on account 
of the high price at which it sells it 
is not often used in districts where 
hairlessness is unknown.
